To enable all the citizens of Mtoaeeo 
ta to read the annual message of the 
governor, It was printed in ten differ- 
ent languages. 

Philadelphia has six thousand licens- 
ed liquor saloons, or about one to 
every let inhabitants, or to every 36 
voters, or 10 saloons to every church. 

The empress of Germanv has made 
another annual sward of medals to 
servants who have lived forty years In 
the same family without Interruption. 
In spite or the efforts to have the 
new line of stages on Fifty Avenue, 
New York, run on Bundav, and the 
ridicule of the Sunday papers, the 
directors have voted that the day shall 
be a rest-day for that line. 

The discreditable fact is stated that 
since the occupation of Egypt by the 
British army intemperance has great, 
ly increased, and there are now be 
tween 400 and BOO drinking houses in 
Cairo, where previously there was 
scarcely one. 

A thousand journeymen carpenters 
and Joiners at Berlin have partitioned 
the Government to protect them from 
Sunday labor. The glass-works direc- 
tors at Dresden have dismissed about 
a thousand men, as they refused to 
work on Sunday. 

On March 10th the State of Missouri 
ceased to have a militia organization. 
The bill, for the relief of the troops 
was defeated a few weeks ago In the 
legislature. It was reconsidered owing 
to the efforts in Its behalf by the Gov- 
ernor, but was anally killed by a vote 
of g jit i -eight to sixty Ave. The 
amount asked was $60,000. The state 
has never appropriated any money fer 
the benedt of the militia. The Ove 
regiments in the state have dlsbandon- 
ed. 

A law has been passed In Switwr- 
land making the sale of liquors a state 
monopoly. One tenth of the profits of 
all sales are to be devoted to the tern- 
perauce cause. 

Fredrick Douglass, during a visit to 
the French House of Deputies was 
struck by the fact no member chewed 
tobacco or smoked . 

The Union Labor Party had a con- 
vention in St. Loui», on March 11th, 
and nominated a full city ticket. A 
number of speeches were made b local 
leaders denouncing both old parties, 
and alleging that the Labor Part? 
could control the balance of power in 
every state In the Union.

Pa., on the 23rd and several persons 
were killed.

It 
is wise, then to note carefully the 
following suggestions: 

Be sincere ; he who habitually 
sneers at everything, will not only 
render himself disagreeable to 
others, hut will soon cease to 
find pleasure in life. 

Be frank ; a frank, open conn- 
je nance, and a clear, cheery 
laugh, are worth far more, even 
socially, than "pedantry iu a stiff 
cravat." 

Be amiable ; yon may hide a 
vindictive nature under a polite 
exterior for a time, an cat masks 
its sharp claws in velvet tur, but 
the least provocation brings out 
one as quickly as the other : ill- 
natured persons are always dis- 
liked. 

Be senmble ; society never lacks 
for fools. If you want elbow- 
room, "go up higher." 

Be cheerio! ; if you have no 
great trouble on your mind, you 
have no right to render other 
people miserable by your 'ong 
face and dolorous tone*. If you 
do you will be generally avoided. 
But ab'tve all, he cordial; true 
cordiality unites all the qualities 
we have enumerated. — American 
Agrienlturist for April.
